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The following are the results of a Federal Bureau of 
Investigation Laboratory examination and Latent Fingerprint Section, 
Identification Division, examination of the following items obtained 
from HENRY' WADE, District Attorney, Dallas, Texas:

The New York Office had furnished the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation Laboratory copies of OSWALD'S diary purchased by "Life" 
Magazine. . ' . ■ • 

Examination of thesa items in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation Laboratory has established that the 35 mm positive 
film obtained, from the Dallas District Attorney's Office contains 
imperfections in their original state that are reproduced in the 
35 mm negative film obtained from the Dallas District Attorney's 
Office. In addition, these imperfections from the positive film, 
plus soma original imperfections in the negative film, are all 
reproduced in the Xerox prints of this film obtained from, the Dallas 
District Attorney's Office and are also reproduced in the Xerox- 
prints from "Life" Magazine. This shows that the "Life" Magazine- 
copies originated from the 35 Em films from the Dallas District 
Attorney's Office. 

The Xerox copies of the diary obtained from the. Dallas 
District Attorney's Office and the Xerox copies obtained from "Life" 
Magazine ware all examined for latent fingerprints,. Seventeen- latent 
fingerprints and three latent palm prints ware developed on the copies 
from "Life" Magazine,. Five latent. fingerprints and four latent palm 
prints were developed on, the copies from the Dallas District Attorney's. 
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Office-. One of the latent fingerprints on the copies fron the 
Balias District Attorney’s Office is identical with the left thiHib 
print . of a UiLXJAli TRAEXl-XU AJASXANDISR who may be. identical with 
WXBLIAIi AhhK A jn)BR, Anal'- tent District Attorney, Da3 las , Te^ns s 
The other fingerprints and palm prints have not been identified. 
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
